Atlanta bade a soulful farewell to 


the massive caravan of Shriners 
made their way out of the south’s 
greatest oasis all day yesterday and 
last night and turned their footsteps 
toward the torrid-sands of the desert on 
the homeward journey. 

Handkerchiefs fluttered 
revoirs from all downtown. 
and pennants and serpentinas 
from all outgoing trains to show that 
many a soul left equally as reluctantly. 

Trucks and autos and drays and sur- 
Treys carted hume loads of departing 
mobiles to the Iway stations. They 
were accompanted by hundreds of the 
new-found friends who had been ac- 
quired during the stay in the city. Most 
of them were pretty girls and women— 
all of them grieved to see the visitors 
leave. ) 

They had all had such a gloriously 
jolly time. From early Saturday night 
until sunrise Thursday, Atlanta’s world 
had been one continuous carnival. Re- 
flecting over it from the viewpoint of 
a sane and normal morning after, ft all 
seems like a wild delirium of joy. 

A large number of the temples re- 
mained over until long after midnight. 
Numbers of them are going by Chatta- 
nooga and other nearby cities to stop 
over for additional days of funmaking. 
But few of the visitors, however, are 
in town today. 

Yaarab temple—the local Shrine— 
went to Savannah last night on special 
trains, where a day of carnival has 
been arranged. The imperial council 
went along as the guests of the Atlanta 
delegation. The first special train, 
which carried the drum corps of the 
Yaarabians, pulled out of the Terminal 
Station over the Southern :road at 8 
o'clock. Numerous other trains pre- 
ceded it until midnight. 

Atianta Is Praised. 

Worlds of laudation have been heap- 
ed upon the head of Atlanta for the 
phénomenal manner in which it cared 
for and entertained the massive horde 
of visitors during the week. From all 
sides, the city and its officials were 
praised. Atlanta’s achievement ranked 
{t with the gBreatest cities of the na- 
tion, and established many records that 
will require vears in breaking. 

W. Freeland Kendrick, potentate of 
Lu Lu temple, Philadelphia, and re- 
ceiver of taxes of that city, talked with 
a reporter for The Constitution Thurs- 
day morning about 1 o’clock, shortly 
after the banquet had been finished to 
members of the imperial council, and 
expressed profuse praise of the enter- 
tainment all guests had received. 

Philadelphian Surprised. 

“It is nothing short of wonderful,” 
he said.

Director Harris Rapped by 


Joe Hall and J. J. Brown 


J. J. Brown Issues Warm 
Reply to References Made 
to Him by the Director of 
Census. 


Hon. J. J. Brown, of Bowman, Ga., 


has written an open letter to Director 
of the Census William J. Harris, re- 
plying to the reference to Mr. Brown 
in a letter written by Mr. Harris to 
Thomas E. Watson. 

Mr. Brown in his letter makes the 
direct assertion that Mr. Harris’ rul- 
ings as chairman of the last state con- 
vention were either so “ignorant or 
corrupt” as to defeat the will of the 
people. 

The letter is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: In your issue 
of last Saturday you published a por- 
tion of Hon. W. J. Harris’ letter in 
reply to Hon. Thomas E. Watson's let- 
ter of April 27, 1914, in which Mr. Har- 
ris goes out of his way to lug my name 
into the controversy, thereby making 
it necessary for me to ask the cour- 
tesy of replying through the columns 
of your paper to this unjust and un- 
necessary attack upon me. _ ; 

In referring to the nomination ofl 
Mr. Price for commissioner of agricul- 
ture at the Macon convention, Mr. Har- 
ris says:

Except for my rulings which forced 
the delegates on the first ballot to vote 
the instructions of their counties, Mr.

THE FALL OF TAMPICO. 


The reduction of Tampico by the consti- 
tutionalists ought to simplify rather than 
complicate the prospects for mediation. Up 
to this time the contingent headed, nomi- 
nally at least, by Carranza had been handi- 
capped by lack of a port on the Gulf of 
Mexico. The victory at Tampico removes 
this important strategic obstacle. 

It has been understood during the past 
few days that the principal object of the 
constitutionalists in holding off from the 
mediation proceedings, lay a desire to 
capture Tampico. Already their troops 
were far advanced toward the capture of 
the citv, and to have suspended operations 
while the mediators held court might have 
jeoperdized the constitutionalist cause, in 
the event mediation proved a failure. 

As it is now, the constitutionalists can 
well afford to subscribe to an armistice, se- 
cure in the knowledge that if they must re- 
open hostilities later on, they have forfeited 
no advantage. 

Opinion in some quarters runs to 
effect that the possession of a port on the 
gulf side and the prospect of the capture 
of Mazatlan, on the Pacific side, may make 
the constitutionalists headstrong. In that 
event they would no doubt refuse to enter 
into the mediation negotiations at all, and 
push instead a steady and aggressive cam- 
paign southward with the purpose of dis- 
lodging Huerta. A factor in this phase of 
the situation is that with a world-port at 
their disposal, the constitutionalists will be 
independent in the matter of arms and am- 
munition from the United States. It lies 
in the power of our own government to 
employ coercion by controlling the port at 
Tampico. Such is, however, for- 
eign to the policy thus far declared by the

In the final round-up of fact and surmise 
the thing that most stands out is that the 
results at Tampico lessen the need for 
American intervention. To that extent the 
United States may take pleasure in the 
victory of the constitutionalists, and the 
steadily disintegrating influences that are 
at work on the dominion of the impossible 
Huerta.

“Yes, you are right in thinking that the 
so-called ‘Black Pole’ cattle are the same 
as the ‘Aberdeen Angus.’ There is a Black 
cattle, too, from Scotland, called the ‘Gal- 
loways. This is a ‘Pole’ cattle, too. 

“I think when Kept and bred entirely to 
themselves there is no better breed of cattle 
than the ‘Pole Angus,’ but I am not at all 
in favor of crossing these cattle on any 
other variety or breed. You, as a cattle man, 
can readily understand the reason. In the 
first place, being ‘Pole’ cattle, the horns of 
the offspring come out loose, in all sorts 
of shapes and growing at all sorts of an- 
gles. The color, of course, is very nonde- 
script—maybe anything. 

“The two great breeds of beef cattle in 
this country, in my judgment, are as I give 
them to you: ‘Durham’ ‘Short Horn’ and 
‘Hereford’ cattle. The ‘Durham’ is by far 
and away my choice as a cross on our native 
cattle, and I think where Red native cows 
are selected and good care taken of them, 
the results cannot help but very satis- 
factory. The ‘Hereford’ cattle are some 
hardier than the ‘Durham’—better rustlers— 
but I think they are better as pure bred than 
to be used for the purpose of breeding up 
common cattle. 

“The best beef animal in the world, in my 
judgment, is a cross between the ‘Durham’ 
and the ‘Hereford,’ but previously indi- 
cated, for southern uses I would decidedly 
prefer to pin my faith to the ‘Durham’ breed 
of cattle. The ‘Herefords’ are very showy, 
white faces and red, but I do not think that 
to cross them native cattle same 
results would obtained, so far breed 
is concerned, would be obtained the 
Same cross of ‘Durham’ Horn’ 
cattle.

Mr. Howell, who is a master of Eng- 
lish, but who never dabbled in the 
vernacular of the Red Man, turned a 
bewildered face to Ugly Face, the in- 
terpreter of the tribe, and asked:

In this way the Lowndes 
county medical men believe it would 
be possible to have the antitoxin pre- 
pared in sufficiently large doses to 
accomplish the proper results.

Washington, May 14.—For the first 
time in the worlds history, water- 
borne traffic is now passing through 
the Panama canal, according to the re- 
ports that have been received at the 
headquarters of the Panama rallroad 
in New York, forwarded here today. 

Though confirmation of the report 
has not yet reached the Washington 
office of the Isthmian canal, it is 
known that ample provision had been 
made by Colonel Goethals for the in- 
stitution of water service, 
first strictly to barges, beginning not 
later than May 10. 

As a matter of fact, according to the 
Panama railroad reports, the service 
actually began last Saturday and a 
steady stream of barges in tow is now 
passing through the canal. 

The tremendous congestion in inter- 
oceanic commerce caused by guspen- 
sion of service on the Tehuantepec 
railroad in southern Mexico as an in- 
cident to the rebellion brought about 
this rather premature opening of the 
canal to trade. Several of the great 
freight liners, which, in conjunction 
with the similar service on the Pacific 
maintains trade lines between Europe 
and the far east via Tehuantepec, re- 
cently have appeared at Colon and 
Panama offering cargoes for trans- 
shipment overland far beyond the ca- 
pacity of the Panama railroad.
